One of the striking evidences of 
America’s rapid rise toward commer- 
cial and industrta} leadership of the 
world, is the Panama Canal, will al- 
most certainly handle more freight in 
1926 than will Suez.

annually. Almost nobody believed 

Panama could ever attract anything

tng thé war fear of German subma- 

rines in the Mediterannean caused 
many .¥essels to take the Panama 
route between the far east and Eu- 
ropean or American ports. ‘This gave 

Panama its introduction and it has 

not only held but greatly increased 

fts business sitice the war. In 1923 

Panama transited 6037 vessels, 

against 4621 for Suez; Panama han- 

Gled 25,160,000 cargo tons against 22.. 

770,000 for Suez. . This was the frst 

year of Panama's lead. 

A Close Race 

The following year Suez barely ex- 
ceeded Panama's tonnage: and in 
1935 comfortably held its lead. But 
reports for 1926 to date Indicate that 
Buez is losing, owing to Britain's in- 
@ustrial depression, while Panama is 
doing better and is pretty certain to 
resume the lead. 

The present Suez Canal has been 
fn operation nearly sixty years, Pan- 
ama only eleven. Although few peo- 
ple exeept antiquarians know it, the 
first canal at Suez was built more 
than 3,000 years ago It was in op- 
eration as early as. B. C. 1880: how 
long before, is mere conjecture. Be-
